$20,000  over  and  above  the  cost 
of  two  and  a  half  years  of 
litigation  against  the  Parkmer¬ 
ced  Corporation  are  being  divided 
among  five  civil  rights  organiza¬ 
tions,  primarily  in  the  Bay  Area, 
for  the  struggle  against  racial 
segregation.  Parkmerced  Resi¬ 
dents  Committed  to  Open  Occu¬ 
pancy,  the  successful  plaintiffs 
who  carried  their  complaint  to 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court, 
announced  two  weeks  before 
Christmas  that  the  funds  will  be 
awarded  as  follows: 

$10,000  will  go  to  ■  Operation 
Sentinal,  sponsored  by  the  Stan¬ 
ford  Mid-Peninsula  Urban  Coali¬ 
tion,  for  costs,  not  including  fees 
for  attorneys,  who  are  volunteers, 
of  investigation  and  litigation  in 
the  area  of  fair  housing.  Opera¬ 
tion  Sentinel  operates  a  switch¬ 
board  for  complaints  of  discrimi¬ 
nation  and  can  be  reached  by 
dialing  HOUSING. 

$4,000  goes  to  the  Michael 
Egger  fund  —  sponsored  by  the 
San  Francisco  Lawyers’  Commit¬ 
tee  for  Urban  Affairs  —  for 
expenses  in  civil  rights  litigation, 
the  attorneys  again  serving  with¬ 
out  fee. 

$2,000  is  allotted  to  the  Council 
for  Civic  Unity,  which  will 
cooperate  with  Operation  Sen¬ 
tinel,  using  the  money  in  the  Bay 
Area  and  primarily  in  San 
Francisco. 

$2,000  will  be  sent  to  National 
Neighbors,  a  grassroots  inter¬ 
racial  neighborhood  organization 
based  in  Philadelphia,  which 
publishes  a  bimonthly  newsletter 
on  interracial  living  and  all  types 
of  discrimination.  The  Neighbors 
offer  assistance  to  any  group 
throughout  the  country  which  is 
trying  to  keep  a  neighborhood 
interracial,  especially  where 
there  are  problems  involving 
state  or  federal  government. 

The  last  $2,000  is  marked  for 
the  NAACP  Legal  Defense  and 
Educational  Fund,  Inc. 

The  financial  settlement  is  part 
of  an  agreement  that  was  signed

Trafficante,  its  chairman,  told 
the  OMI  News  that  so  far  they 
have  seen  no  affirmative  action 
for  integration  by  the  giant 
real-estate  firm.  On  the  contrary, 
since  the  agreement  was  signed 
there  have  been  constant  rumors 
of  conversion  of  the  housing  to 
condominiums,  with  present  ten¬ 
ants  getting  first  chance  to  pur¬ 
chase;  although  the  agreement 
requires  that  in  case  of  sale  the 
units  must  be  offered  on  an  equal 
basis  to  the  public. 

The  renting  office  insists  that  it 
is  still  waiting  for  word  of  what  is 
to  happen.  Meanwhile,  the  gar¬ 
den  apartments  that  fall  vacant 
are  being  held  empty  until  a 
decision  about  condominiums  is 
announced.  According  to  the 
tenant  organization,  however, 
residents  are  able  to  get  their 
names  on  a  list. 

Justice  William  O.  Douglas, 
who  wrote  the  unanimous  opinion 
of  the  Supreme  Court  which 
directed  the  present  settlement, 
stated:  “The  person  on  the  land¬ 
lord’s  blacklist  is  not  the  only 
victim  of  discriminatory  housing 
practices.

Board  Briefs 

By  Genevieve  Jefferson,  Secretary  OMI-CA  Board  of  Directors 

The  Board  of  Directors,  with  the  help  of  committee  chairmen,  as 
well  as  individual  members  of  the  community,  hopes  to  set  goals  for 
OMI  for  the  coming  -year.  Careful  thinking  through  what  the 
organization  hopes  to  accomplish  in  1974  is  especially  important  at  this 
time.  The  OMI  organization  may  have  difficult  going  according  to  the 
sobering  report  of  the  Treasurer  who  presented  the  tentative  budget 
for  the  coming  year.  Rent  at  205  Granada  will  be  increased  from  $25  a 
month  to  $40.  With  the  membership  drive,  a  fund  raising  drive,  and 
with  some  individual  donations  it  will  be  barely  possible  to  make  it 
through  the  next  year. 

A  letter  from  Supervisor  Molinari  expressed  his  appreciation  to  OMI 
for  support  of  his  proposal  on  “victimless  crimes.”  This  refers  to 
citing,  rather  than  jailing  such  persons.  Supervisor  Molinari  points  out 
that  if  statistics  support  this  method  of  handling  such  crimes,  and  if 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  acts,  this  will  set  a  precedent  for  neighbor¬ 
hood  participation  in  police  policy  setting. 

Considerable  time  has  been  spent  on  revising  the  By-laws  to 
improve  functioning  of  the  OMI  organization.  These  are  now  ready  for 
distribution. 

The  Membership  Committee  is  in  the  midst  of  the  membership 
drive.  Due  to  the  revision  of  the  By-laws,  membership  now  runs  from 
January  to  December  of  each  year.  Current  members  will  be 
contacted  within  the  next  month  for  renewals.  There  will  also  be  a 
mass  mailing  to  the  7,000  families  living  within  the  old  OMI 
boundaries.  The  membership  packet  will  contain  an  envelope  for 
remitting  dues,  a  brochure  on  OMI,  and  an  updated  Health  Directory. 
Persons  living  within  the  extended  boundaries  will  be  contacted 
through  individual  homeowners  groups. 


Dialogue 

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

The  Legislature  convened  in  early  December  for  a  Special  Session 
and  approved  a  welfare  compromise  which  ended  months  of  stalemate 
over  aid  to  the  State’s  525,000  aged,  blind  and  disabled.  They  were 
granted  substantial  increases  in  their  monthly  allotments. 

Adult  recipients  now  receive  an  average  grant  of  $212  a  month. 
Governor  Reagan  had  ordered  any  increase  be  limited  to  $221  a 
month. 

A  State  appeals  court  invalidated  the  Reagan  administrative  order 
for  $221  and  ruled  that  the  Legislature  must  enact  a  law  setting  higher 
payments  to  comply  with  federal  law. 

The  Legislature  fixed  the  new  schedule  at  $235  for  the  aged  and 
disabled  and  $265  for  the  blind.  The  effect  will  be  to  increase  grants  by 
as  much  as  $48  a  month  over  the  present  average.  The  additional 
annual  cost,  paid  by  the  federal  government,  will  be  $122  million. 

The  new  law  clears  the  way  for  an  orderly  federal  takeover  on 
January  1  of  welfare  programs  for  California’s  blind,  aged  and 
disabled,  while  relieving  property  taxpayers  of  administrative  cost 
burdens.

Update: 

Service  Center 
For  Public  Educ. 

There  has  been  much  activity 
recently  at  the  newly-founded 
Service  Center  for  Public  Educa¬ 
tion.  Proposed  by  the  OMI 
Community  Association  and 
SPEAK,  the  Service  Center  pro¬ 
vides  information  on  public  edu¬ 
cation  issues  to  interested  par¬ 
ents  and  citizens  throughout  San 
Francisco.  On  November  16  and 
17  the  Center  held  a  highly 
successful  Community  Open 
House.  Over  two  hundred  persons 
attended  this  event.  School  dist¬ 
rict  officials,  teachers,  princi¬ 
pals,  parents  and  community 
leaders  throughout  the  City  were 
well  represented.  The  Service 
Center  staff  and  Advisory  Board 
felt  the  Open  House  was  an 
important  way  to  introduce  the 
Service  Center  to  the  public. 

The  first  project  of  the  Center 
was  a  handbook  for  parents  and 
teachers  explaining  how  the 
school  district’s  budget  operates. 
The  staff  wrote  this  Booklet  — 
Access  to  the  Schools:  A  guide  to 
the  San  Francisco  School  Budget 
—  for  people  who  have  no 
background  in  budgeting  and 
school  finance.  The  handbook  is 
easy  to  read  and  explains  how 
community  groups  can  get  pro¬ 
grams  into  the  school  district’s 
yearly  budget.  Copies  of.  this 
budget  guide  can  be  picked  up  at 
all  Zone  Council  Offices,  the  PTA 
Office  at  135  Van  Ness  Avenue,  or 
at ,  the  Service  Center,  1095 
Market  Street.  Individual  copies 
can  be  obtained  by  mail  by 
calling  the  Center  at  626-8427. 
Articles  describing  this  handbook 
have  appeared  in  the  Examiner 
and  the  Progress,  and  the  staff  is 
preparing  further  media  cover¬ 
age  in  order  to  distribute  the 
handbook  most  effectively. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Service  Center’s  original  Ad¬ 
visory  Board,  representatives 
from  SPEAK  and  OMI-CA  de¬ 
cided  that  a  new,  fifteen  member 
Advisory  Board  be  formed  in 


January,  1974.  This  “official” 
Service  Center  Board  would  be  a 
city-wide  body,  made  up  of 
representatives  from  all  major 
San  Francisco  communities.  The 
staff  is'  now  involved  in  identi¬ 
fying  key  educational  leaders 


throughout  the  City  and  final 
recruitment  of  Board  members 
will  take  place  after  the  first  of 
the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  with  a 
variety  spokespersons,  key  issues 
for  further  Service  Center  pro¬ 
jects  may  be  identified.

public  transportation  and  the 
freeway.  It  will  be  a  fully 
integrated  community.

in  addition,  federal  regulations 
forbid  secondary  financing  of  the 
down  payment. 

Co-op  owners  enjoy  some  of  the 
benefits  of  both  homeowners  and 
renters :  they  may  deduct  interest 
and  property  taxes  from  income 
taxes,  and  like  renters  they  are 
free  from  maintenance  chores.

U.S.  History  and  Civics  and 
High  School  and  Review  English 
can  help  you  gain  a  high  school 
equivalency  cerfiticate,  as  well 
as  being  of  value  to  almost 
anyone  who  has  been  away  from 
those  subjects  for  a  while. 

In  the  language  department 
there  is  Conversational  Spanish 
for  those  whose  native  language 
is  English;  and  English  as  a 
Second  Language,  an  intermedi¬ 
ate  and  advanced  program  in 
which  learning  English  is  made 
interesting  and  enjoyable  through 
use  of  movies  and  tapes  as  well  as 
textbooks.  There  is  practice  in 
writing  and  in  situational  usage 
of  English. 

The  Metal  Art  and  Jewelry 
course  includes  both  basic  and 
advanced  techniques  and  pro¬ 
cesses  and  assistance  in  creative 
projects. 

For  those  who  sew  or  would  like 
to  learn,  expert  advice  is  always 
invaluable,  and,‘it  is  available  in 
the  Dressmaking,  Tailoring  and 
Handwork  classes.
